.was unearthed, Into u bottle of trans- 
parent glass. The glass stopper In the 
original bottle was substituted with a 
rubber ^topper. " " • ' . .

At the weekly meeting of the board 
of aldermen on Thursday evening, a 
long report was received regarding 
the lack of "acoustic properties in the 
new Rogers High School auditori- 
um. 
The committee to whom the 


matter had been referred reported 
that they had taken the matter up 
with Architect .Seabury, and that'he 
had attributed the trouble, in part at 
least, to the changing- of the plans in 
tho interest of economy, whereby 
the walls were rendered absolutely 
smooth and incapable of- absorbing 
bound. They had further taken the 
matter .up with Mr. E. K. Porter, an 
expert on acoustics. Mr. Porter had 
said that the difficulty is one that is 
very generally encountered in modern 
buildings because of the fireproof 
construction. 
The hall is -not defi- 


cient as far as speakingsis concerned 
because the voice can be heard in. all 
parts, but for concerts the acoustic 
properties are poor, especially if the 
room is not filled with people. . 


Mr. Porter was present at the 


meeting and was called upon to ex. 
plain the situation. He said that the 
trouble could be corrected, as has 
been ,done in many other places, and 
he invited representatives of the city 
to visit other places and see what 
has been accomplished. He said that 
the springing of wires across a room, 
as had been done in the aldermanle 
chamber, was of little value. 
To 


make permanent remedy pieces 01 
felt are used in a scientific manner, 
ami then so. covered that the altera- 
tion could not be seen. He estimated 
the cost of correcting the Rogers Halt 
at ?6,800. The matter was referred 
back to the committee ' for further 
investigation. 


There was a large amount of bus- 


iness to come before the board, largely 
of a routine nature. The committee 
on city ambulance reported that they 
had looked into the advisabiliay or 
keeping the ambulance in one of tho 
fire stations, but this did not seem 
practicable. 
They therefore recom- 


mended that the contract be awardea 
lo the lowest bidder, George L. Jen- 
kins, and the board so voted.

' ft It not every one' who can wear * 
natch, according to an article by a, 
watchmaker, observes the North China' 
Herald. 
At least, not every watch 


works with such regularity on one 
body's person as on another.- The 
explanation Is simple. , Modem vest- 
pocket machinery Is often so delicately 
adjusted that It becomes affected by 
the temperament of Its wearer-r-that 
Is, affected by personal magnetism. . 


For example, n couple of-months 


back a woman brought me her watch 
ns often as once every three days, 
complaining It was either too fast or 
too slow, the contributor continues. 
Kadi Jlmc I tried It It ran beautiful. 
!y, but once on the woman's person 
Ihe Irregularity of the watch was no- 
ticeable. 


On Inquiry, f found (hat she was of 


a highly nervous temperament while 
nt other times she suffered from at- 
tacks of melancholia. 
Whatever, her 


mental mute, tho which rccordevi It. 
When sh'e was vivacious It worked, 
fast. When .she «as In n low mood It 
went slow. 


Not only are wen's watches simi- 


larly affected, but the timepieces nro 
nlso ereatly Influenced by excess bod- 
ily electricity. 
Even a peculiar gait 


necessitating nn awkward movement 
of the body Is responsible for 
the 


throwing of some watches mil of gear, 
and mnre than one'man has had to 
abandon the watch-repairing1 business 
because he maghetlzfij 
thr- delimit- 


hair springe. • • 


Engine drivers have often declared* 


their watches kept excellent time while 
on n regular route. 
But once a new 


roiile was being worked the accuracy 
«f their watches suffered until accus- 
tomed to the change, while a man who 
worked 'on a long stretch followed by 
a long rest failed to keep his watch 
working with regularity.. 
: 


Motorists' watches are sometimes af- 


fected In like manner. Even the simple 
act- of changing the 
position—say," 


from1 one. pocket to the .oilier—has 
been known to disturb the delicate 
mechanism of an otherwise good watch 
and Impair Its time-keeping qualities. 


Very often It Is Impossible to regu- 


late such watches unless the condi- 
tions under which they went wrong' 
are known beforehand. 
If (he tem- 


perament of each customer Is briefly 
defined,nt "the time, so much (he bel- 
ter for 'the watchmaker and "client 
nllke. 


Another reason why shop testing 


sometimes falls is that watches cnn-- 
nected with the same wall, or shelf, 
have such n sympathetic effect'.In keep- 
Ing, time that they stop those which 
beat In ah Irregular time, "and If any 
are at rest they set a-going those which 
heal accurately. 
.' 


Commonly speaking, the autumn of 


the year Is not favorable to the reg- 
ularity of' most watches. 
This by 


reason of the extreme changes of tem- 
perature. • A watch which has been 
carried In one's pocket all day, aud 
kept more or less warm, suffers the 
effec.ls of shock whc^i placed on a cold 
marble slab at night, or whare there 
Is a direct window draught.

poorest toll of ihe farm, Hint least suit- 
ed to the. production of agriculturnl 
crops. ' Odd corners cut off by streams 
or driveways and hillsides or poorly 
drained soil should be selected. 
In 


starting" a grove, seedlings one or two 
years old are .preferable to seed or 
cuttings. 
N'ut trees, such as walnut, 


hickory and oak, develop a deep tap- 
ront and few lateral feeding roots dur- 
ing; their first •'year. -They canm5t. 
therefore, .be transplanted as success 
fully as other trees. The nuts or acorns 
should he. planted on the permanent 
elte. 
Sometimes It Is advisable to 


sprout the nuts before this planting Is 
made. Cottonivbod and willow planta- 
tions are most easily started with cut- 
tings—12. to 14-Inch 'sections taken 
from one or. two-year-old tivlgs of liv- 
ing trees. Cuttings should be collected 
during early winter and burled In moist 
sand In a cool place preparatory to 
planting In the spring. 


In general, early spring planting Is 


preferable to planting at any other sea- 
son. .As compared with fall planting, 
It has al least two distinct advantages 
—the stock has an entire growing sea- 
son In wlilrli to become established be- 
fore II is subjected tn thn rlgnrs of 
winter, arid II Is not In Immediate dan- 
ger of being heaved out of the ground 
by alternate freezing anil thawing.

when she surrendered, as it 


were, to the missionaries, he waged 
war against her. In 1896, just before

dashing young 
officer . in all his 


strength and youth fulfilled-her ro- 
mantic ideas of a chevalier. .One 
thing was lacking, and this void Wil- 
cox's resourceful brain found a means 
of filling. A prince he represented 
himself, a royal scion from the dis- 
tant isles of Hawaii, succeeded so welt 
in his deceit that he finally married 
the Italian fceauty. 
. • The same year a bloody revolution 
took place at Honolulu, and Wilcox 
was recalled to Honolulu. 
He was 


the idol of his people in his land 
Those who did not admire him, feared 
him, but Gina, the fair Italian prin- 
cess, cowered beneath the weight of 
shame when she discovered that she 
had married not a prince, nor even a 
descendant of an aristocratic family, 
but tho son of a white carpenter and 
a lowly black woman. In 1889 Prin- 
cess Gina deserted her lcblack prince' 
and fied to American shores. Wilcox 
traced her to San Francisco, but she 
would have naught to do with him. 
She withdrew from the rest of the 
world, occupied elegant apartments 
in the Grand Central Hotel, support- 
ing herself as a teacher of languages. 


In 1895 Pope Leo annulled the mar- 


riage, but no divorce was granted 
until August, 19CO, when the court 
of Turin rendered a verdict to the 
princess of ttgal separation from 
Robert W. Wilcox on the grounds of 
Polygamy, he having in'the mean- 
time wedded a native Hawaiian wo- 
man, the Princess Theresja Owana 
Kaohclelani, a descendant 
of the 


great house of Keona, the father ot 
Kamehsmeha the Great.

dren were born of this union, Prince 
Roberto Keona and Princess Virginia 
Kainkapumahana.
